WHEN there is less sugar in the 
blcod stream than there should be, 
the patient will have such sym- 
toms as restlessness, weakness, 
hunger, trembling, sweating, chil­ 
liness, rapid heart beat and drowsi­ 
ness in the milder cases. 
A lessening in the amount of 
sugar in the blood is not a disease 
in itself, just as fever is not a dis­ 
ease. It is merely a symptom that 
something is wrong 
which de­ 
mands attention. If the condition 
becomes more severe there 
are 
headache, sickness to the stomach 
and vomiting, twitching of the 
muscles, double vision, tem porary 
paralysis, convulsions and uncon­ 
sciousness. 
Once it is decided that hypo­ 
glycemia or low blood sugar is 
present and that the symptoms 
which it produces are relieved by 
the giving of sugar either by 
mouth or by injection, a careful 
study m ust be carried out to de­ 
termine, if possible, just what is 
producing it. 
A low blood sugar may be pro­ 
duced by an excessive secretion of 
insulin by the pancreas. The pan­ 
creas forms insulin needed for the 
use of sugar by the body. This, in 
turn, may be the result of some 
tumor growth of the pancreas. 


Liver disease, such as liver in­ 
flammation, may also be responsi­ 
ble. Trouble with the pituitary 
gland at the base of the brain may 
produce hypoglycemia, as may also 
a lack of secretion from one part 
of the adrenal glands, which are 
located just above the kidneys. 
Kidney Trouble 
In many instances, none of these 
glandular disturbances is respon­ 
sible for the hypoglycemia. In such 
cases it may be due to the fact that 
sugar is being excreted by the kid­ 
neys or the person is engaged in 
very severe continuous muscular 
work. 
Of course, the treatment for low 
blood sugar will depend on the 
cause. If there is a tumor of the 
pancreas, it may be removed. Cer­ 
tain pituitary gland extracts have 
been found helpful in some in­ 
stances as have also extracts from 
the adreral glands. In certain in­ 
stances, the giving of a diet high 
in sugars and starches has been 
tried. Some investigators believe 
that a diet low in sugar and rich 
in fat may give better results. 
However, Doctor Jerome 
W. 
Conn of the University of Michi­ 
gan School of Medicine has found 
that a diet rich in proteins and 
low in starches and sugars, is 
beneficial in some cases of low 
blood sugar.

WHEN there it lets sugar in the 
blood stream than there should be, 
the patient will have such sym- 
toms as restlessness, weakness, 
hunger, trembling, sweating, chil­ 
liness, rapid heart beat and drowsi­ 
ness in the milder cases. 
A lessening in the amount of 
sugar in the blood is not a disease 
in itself, Just as fever is not a dis­ 
ease. It is merely a symptom that 
something is wrong which de­ 
mands attention. If tbs condition 
becomes more severe there are 
headache, sickness to the stomach 
and vomiting, twitching of the 
muscles, double vision, temporary 
paralysis, convulsions and uncon­ 
sciousness. 
Once it is decided that hypo­ 
glycemia or low blood sugar is 
present and that the symptoms 
which it produces axe relieved by 
the giving of sugar either by 
mouth or by injection, a careful 
study m ust be carried out to de­ 
termine, if possible, just what is 
producing i t 
A low blood sugar may be pro­ 
duced by an excessive secretion of 
insulin by the pancreas. The pan­ 
creas forms insulin needed for the 
use of sugar by the body. This, In 
turn, may be the result of some 
tumor growth of the pancreas. 


Liver discase, such as liver in­ 
flammation, may also be responsi­ 
ble, Trouble with the pituitary 
gland at the base of the brain may 
produce hypoglycemia, as may also 
a lark of secretion from one part 
of the adrenal glands, which are 
located just above the kidneys. 
Kidney Trouble 
In many instances, none of these 
glandular disturbances is respon­ 
sible for the hypogJ>cemia. In such 
cases it may be due to the fact that 
sugar is being excreted by the kid­ 
neys or the person is engaged in 
very severe continuous muscular 
work. 
Of course, the treatm ent for low 
blood sugar will depend on the 
cause. If there is a tumor of the 
pancreas, it may be removed. Cer­ 
tain pituitary gland extract* have 
been found helpful in some in­ 
stances as have also extracts from 
the adrenal glanda. In certain in­ 
stances, the giving of a diet high 
in sugars and starches has been 
tried. Some investigators believe 
that a diet low in sugar and rich 
in fat may give better result*. 
However, Doctor Jerome Wr, 
Conn of the U niversity of Michi­ 
gan School of Medicine has found 
th at a diet rich in protein* and 
low in starches a^d sugars, is 
beneficial in some cases of low 
blood sugar.
